bill does not permit advertising or 
solicitng for sale* of liquor in the 
state. 
All preparations which con­ 
tain more than one half of one per 
cent alcohol are defined as liquors. 
Tile proposed law is to be effective 
June 1st, 1916.

bu rg ’s army, which attempted last 
week to break through to Warsaw, 
and apparently have 
checked the 
Austro-German offensive in the Car­ 
pathians. 
They a re now called up­ 
on to defend the positions which 
they have w*on in e a st Prussia and 
northern 'Poland. 
T he Germans are 
transferring men and guns by their 
splendid strategic railways and have 
assumed the offensive on the east 
Prussian border an d on the right 
bank of the lower Vistula, where 
an advance has b ro u g h t them in the 
district of Sierpee, which the Rus­ 
sians occupied a sh o r t im© ago.

a farm. 
Usually they have been on 
their feet so m u c h 
of 
tho limo, 
washing,

walking a r o u n d t h e house and yard 
th a t their fee t m uscles are weaken­ 
ed and they a r e heavy on their feet. 
Their a b d o m in a l walls 
are usually 
relaxed. 
It is h a r d for them to get 
new co-ordination.

ense of tho se w ho have had m ore 
games. 
Girls, too, have far too lit­ 
tle work with t h e i r arms and upper 
body. 
Most g ir ls have poyr chest 
and upper b a c k muscles.

string.
